Charles C. Falman, who has op erat­ 
ed a science school where. Faiman 
has testified, he taught Shep herd 
how to administer typ hoid germsi" to 
p roduce death, said 
that 
he 
had 
two interviews with Attorney Wil­ 
liam Scott Stewart of Shep herd’s 
counsel, arranged by a rep orter of 
the Chicago Evening American. The 
rep orter, 
he 
said, 
was 
named 
Benziger. Clark then testified that 
Stewart ap p eared in the newsp ap er 
office with some whiskey and that 
all three had a few drinks. Stewart 
and Benziger told, 
Clark alleged, 
that he was likely to be charged 
with murder as a result of an al­ 
leged illegal 
op eration, 
hut 
that 
could get p rominent attorneys to 
defend him. 
Suddenly then, Clark mentioned a 
disp ute between himself and Stew­ 
art, in these words: 
“At last I p ulled him out of his 
chair, and there were words used 
that would not sound nice here. He 
refused to fight.” 
Judge Olson then interrup ted with 
a question: 
“What did you fight about?” 
“He wanted me to sign an affi­ 
davit,” Clark rep lied, 
Clark said Stewart and Benziger 
said they wanted him to confess 
that the accusation of Shep herd was 
a frame-up between state's attorney, 
himself, C. C. Faiman and J. P. 
Marchand. 
Later, Clark said. Stewart called 
him to his own office and offered 
$5,000 if he would sign the affidavit. 
Stewart, according to the witness, 
as if taking for granted tliat Clark 
would sign, began dictating to his 
stenograp her. 
“Stewart asked me to bring my 
wife, Ernestine, to meet him that 
night,

might

p rop o.<^ition to her, but I did not.” 
Clark said bo was next ap p roach­ 
ed by John E. Jones, head of a

agency. 
Jones 
told him, Clark testified, he could 
get Shep herd to give him $50,000 
if Clark would “.‘^p lit with Jones.” 
“Jones said he could guarantee 
me $10,000 at least,” said Clark. 
“I refused. 
Jones finally told me 
that if I didn’t sign the affidavit I 
would never be able to get em­ 
p loyment, and I would wish I had 
died when I wa.s a b aby .” 
Clark identified a business card 
hearing the name of Faiman.

the reverse side of the card, as 
read by Judge Olson, was a note 
signed “C. C. Faiman, M. D.. I.L., 
D.,” addressed to an attache at the 
health dep artment, named Hoerger. 
It read, “any favors to the bearer, 
Ernestine Clark, will he ap p reciat­ 
ed.”

He had been a min ister an d the 
frien d of Lord Cromer, who had giv en 
him an excellen t n ame. 
So w’hen w^hat is 
kn owm as the Wafd , w^hich mean s simply 
d elegation , began to seek the fu lfillmen t 
of Egyptian aspiration s after the w^orld 
w^ar, the British expected Zaghlu l to prov e 
a mod eratin g in flu en ce. 
It w^as probably their resen tmen t w^hen 
he d isappoin ted them in this which cau s­ 
ed them to begin the series of attacks 
u pon Zaghlu l wd iich mad e him the n a­ 
tion al hero. 
It is amazin g the n u mber of 
blu n d ers w^hich the 
British 
au thorities 
su cceed in makin g in this bu sin ess. They 
blu n d ered when they w'ould n ot hear the 
spokesmen for the Wafd , with Zaghlu l at 
their head , state their case. 
Zaghlu l capi­ 
talized that mistake to his owm u ses. Then 
w^hen Zaghlu l an d the others sen t a tele­ 
gram of protest to Lloyd George, then 
prime min ister, they w’ere immed iately d e­ 
ported . 
Sin ce 
Zaghlu l 
w’as the old est, 
ablest an d most eloqu en t of the pashas 
thu s bou n ced ou t of Egypt ^the talk w’as 
all of him. 
Then the British brou ght him 
back. 
Then they d eported him again . 
Then they brou ght him back again . 
The resu lt 
of all 
this 
w’as to make 
Zaghlu l in the eyes of his cou n trymen the 
most persecu ted man in Egypt, the man 
whom the British most hated , the man 
w’hom they most feared . 
His popu larity 
became bou n d less. 
His power became al­ 
most that of a d ictator. 
It is probable 
that he might hav e mad e it absolu te it he 
had n ot mad e a chapter of mistakes on 
his own accou n t. Bu t Aghlu l let his pow’er 
go to his head . His worst traits w’ere giv en 
free rein . His gov ern men t was tyran n ou s 
an d selfish. He began to an tagon ize pow­ 
erfu l grou ps'of Egyptian s. He mad e war 
on 
the 
great 
Moslem 
u n iv ersity, El 
Asha, an d rou sed the en mity of its stu ­ 
d en ts an d frien d s. 
He hu miliated an d of­ 
fen d ed the kin g. 
He allow^ed his ru ffian s 
to attack his en emies an d d en ied them 
police protection . 
So when the Sird ar wa-' 
m u rd ered by a lot of fan atics an d the 
British took charge of the situ ation with 
an iron han d Zaghlu l’s pow'er melted an d 
bis en emies 
were 
exalted 
in his place 
Zaghlu l wen t d own in d isgrace. 
W hat ihe ou tcome 
of 
the 
Egyptian 
situ ation w'ill be u ltimately n o on e can 
accu rately prophe.sy. Terms oi settlemen t 
are \e t to be w’orked ou t. 
Bu t the En g- 
hsh who hav e filled most of the jobs in 
the Egyptian 
-erv ice 
are 
withd rawin g 
iwiih han d im e lif 
pcn -ion .'^), an d while 
t ome of them are bein g re-emplov ed t n 


con tract by the Egyptian s, most of the 
v acan cies are bein g filled with Egyptian s. 
The effort to w’ork ou t a n ew form of self- 
gov ern men t in this theater of perhaps the 
most an cien t of civ ilization s is n ot for us 
to follow* here. 
Bu t the story of Zaghlu l, 
his rise an d fall an d the mean s by wiilch 
each was accomplished , is ev en in su ch 
brief ou tlin e, a story w’hich whites its ovvUi 
moral large.

Gassing black ants by the use ol 
calcium-syanide will p robably p rove 
a p op ular diversion with those p rop ­ 
erty owners whose lawns have beer 
furro-wed and honey-combed by these 
insects this sp ring, following an ex­ 
p eriment made by Robert S. Clough 
county farm agent, at the home oi 
C. O. Howe

Quincy avenue, the p ast week. 
Mr. Howe’s lawn w^as badly cut 
up by the ant colonies and p rescribed 
eradicators had p roven 
ineffective, 
Mr. Clough came to his assistance 
with the idea of using calcium-cyan-

p laced on the top of each mound In 
the yard. 
When exp osed to the air 
that material 
gives 
off a
